REMARKS 

Claims 1-69 presently appear in this case. No 
claims have yet been examined on the merits. The official 
action of October 21, 2005, has now been carefully studied. 

The examiner has required restriction among the 
following four groups: 

Group I, presently comprising claims 1-34, drawn to 
cells and kits comprising cells transformed with a reporter 
driven by a regulatory element that is activated through a 
signal transduction pathway; 

Group II, presently comprising claims 35-56 and 49- 
57, drawn to a method of preparing a cell; 

Group III, presently comprising claims 46-48 and 58- 
60, drawn to a method for determining the presence/amount of a 
molecule that activates signal transduction activity; and 

Group IV, presently comprising claims 61-69, drawn 
to a method of commercializing cells having desired biological 
activity . 

The examiner has further required an election of a 
single species from the following: cytokine receptor, growth 
factor receptor, hormone receptor, neuro receptor, T cell 
receptor, antigen receptor and complement receptor. 
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Applicants hereby elect the claims of Group I, and 
the species cytokine receptor for initial examination. Claims 
1-34 all read on the elected species. 

Applicants understand that upon allowance of a 
generic claim, applicants will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species that are written in dependent 
form or otherwise include all of the limitations of the 
allowed generic claim. 

Applicants further understand that Groups I and II 
are related as product made and process-of -making, and that 
Groups I and III and IV are related as product and process -of - 
use. It is also understood that if the product of Group I is 
found to be allowable that the claims of Groups II, III and IV 
will be rejoined and be examined. 

Favorable consideration and prompt allowance are 
hereby respectfully requested.
